The  practice  of  rural  pharmacy  and  the 
practices  of  dispensing  doctors  continue 
to  dominate  the  discussions  of  both 
professions  at  a  personal,  local  and 
national  level.  So  it  was  fitting  and  quite 
unsurprising  that  the  eighth  annual 
conference  of  the  Lincolnshire  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  should 
include  two  dispensing  doctors  on  their 
platform  —  it  was  perhaps  surprising  that 
they  walked  into  the  lions'  den  wearing 
only  their  lounge  suits  for  protection. 

Sad,  but  again  not  surprising,  that 
Graham  Walker  felt  sufficiently  "baited" 
by  events  of  the  past  four  years  to  call  for 
a  suspension  of  the  Clothier  standstill. 
Sad  because  Mr  Walker  was  one  of  the 
five  pharmacist  signatories  of  an 
agreement  that  in  his  view  heralded  an  end 
to  animosity  between  doctors  and 
pharmacists  working  in  rural  areas  and 
the  provision  of  machinery  for  ending 
disputes. 

As  C&D  went  to  press,  representatives 
of  the  General  Medical  Services 
Committee,  the  family  Practitioner 
Committees,  the  Society  of 
Administrators  and  other  interested 
parties  were  meeting  to  discuss  the 
Clothier  recommendations.  The  failure  of 
doctors  to  support  the  rural  compensation 
fund  with  an  85  pence  per  head  voluntary 
levy  has  meant  that  implimentation  of  the 
recommendations  has  been  stalled.  The 
Government  has  said  it  will  not  impose  a 
statutory  levy  so  unless  the  doctors  agree 
to  a  voluntary  fund,  Graham  Walker's 
"call  to  arms"  may  have  been  a  mere  four 
days  too  early.  Hopefully,  it  will  have 
proved  unnecessary. 

The  Rural  Pharmacists  Association 
was  born  out  of  frustration  with  the  lack 
of  progress  made  towards  a  legal  and 
binding  settlement  and  the  indecent 
progress  made  by  relatively  few  of  their 
"Avaricious  country  cousins"  in  taking 


an  enlarged  share  of  the  prescriptions 
dispensed. 

The  size  of  the  contributions  made  by 
individuals,  companies,  pharmaceutical 
organisations  —  excepting  of  course  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  —  to  the  fund 
established  by  both  the  RPA  and  PSNC  to 
defray  the  cost  incurred  by  Paydens  Ltd, 
indicates  the  strength  of  feeling  in  the 
profession. 

Both  professions  must  seek  to  serve 
the  public  first  and  their  own  interests 
second.  If  the  Clothier  standstill 
agreement  is  suspended,  abandoned  or 
renegotiated  the  spectacle  of  profession 
men  carving  up  the  countryside  into 
packages  "rural  in  character"  or  urban  by 
default  will  not  enamour  the  public  to 
either  side  —  whether  their  "best 
interests"  are  being  served  or  not. 

Dr  David  Smith,  one  of  the  two 
dispensing  doctors  speaking  at  the 
Lincolnshire  conference  (and  incidentally 
a  former  Tenterden  general  practitioner 
before  the  present  dispute)  stated  the 
obvious  when  he  said  that  "Inter- 
professional disputes  can  be  solved  at 
local  level  by  .  .  .  personal  intervention  .  . 
.  by  a  personal  knowledge  of  the 
protagonists,  antagonists  or  just  the 
parties  involved." 

Wars  are  started  through 
misunderstandings  generated  by  such  lack 
of  personal  understanding.  Pharmacists 
may  have  lost  a  battle  but  do  they  really 
want  a  war?  Can  they  afford  one?  And 
can  the  public  afford  one?  The  medical 
profession  appears  to  believe  they  can.  ■

Call  to  suspend 
rural  standstill 


One  of  the  five  pharmacist  members  of 
the  Clothier  Committee,  Mr  Graham 
Walker,  believes  that  the  agreement 
should  be  suspended:  "Is  it  still  worth 
anything?" 

"All  it  seems  to  be  doing  is  stopping 
pharmacies  from  opening  up  and  allowing 
doctors  to  take  to  pieces  any  pharmacy 
they  wish." 

Mr  Walker,  secretary  of  the 
Lincolnshire  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  and  a  former  member  of 
Council,  was  seconding  a  motion  put  by 
Mr  P.  F.  Brown,  Boston,  at  the 
Lincolnshire  LPC  conference  on  Sunday 
that  "conference  should  mandate  the 
Committee  to  contribute  a  sum  in  the 
region  of  £  1 ,000  to  the  Tenterden  appeal 
fund." 

He  said  that  when  it  was  signed  on 
November  10,  1977  after  four  years  of 
negotiations  it  meant  two  things  —  an  end 
to  animosity  between  doctors  and 
pharmacies  working  in  rural  areas  and  the 
provision  of  machinery  for  ending 
disputes  "as  and  when  they  occur". 

"But  now,  four  years  on  we  still  have 
no  new  regulations,  the  number  of 
prescriptions  dispensed  by  doctors  has 
increased  annually  while  the  pharmacists' 
share  has  decreased,  and  around  the 
country  sundry  doctors  have  taken  us  for 
a  ride." 

"Pharmacists  as  a  profession  have  sat 
around  like  good  little  boys  observing  the 
standstill  and  hoping  for  something 
better."  Mr  Walker  said  he  knew  of  five 
pharmacies  in  Lincolnshire  who  wanted  to 
open  up  in  areas  where  a  pharmaceutical 
service  was  viable  and  needed.  "We  have 
prevented  them  from  doing  it  because  of 
the  standing  agreement." 


Intolerable 


Mr  Walker  assured  conference  that  he  was 
not  criticising  the  sincerity  of  the  General 
Medical  Services  Committee  negotiators, 
whom  he  had  found  "honourable,  sincere 
and  delightful  people",  or  the 
Lincolnshire  Local  Medical  Committee. 
"But  the  action  of  some  of  their 
avaricious  country  cousins  is  something 
that  we  can  no  longer  tolerate." 

Mr  Walker  found  the  situation  "heart 
breaking"  having  worked  along  with 
others  to  achieve  peace  between  the 
professions.  "But  that  peace  has  gone  and 
we  are  at  war  again . ' ' 

He  made  four  suggestions  to  the 


profession: 

□  Suspend  talks  on  the  implimentation  of 
the  Clothier  report. 

□  Seek  a  meeting  with  the  new  Secretary 
of  State  to  impose  a  solution  —  a  three 
mile  limit. 

□  Seek  a  meeting  with  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  to  spell  out  what  the 
absence  of  a  drug  testing  scheme  really 
means  —  double  reimbursement  of  the 
doctor's  overheads  and  staff  costs. 

□  Support  a  massive  public  relations 
scheme  for  the  profession  and  show  the 
doctors,  Secretary  of  State  and  the  DHSS 
that  "we  (the  profession)  can  put  cur 
money  where  our  mouth  is." 

The  motion  was  carried  unanimously 
and  will  be  considered  at  the  next  LPC 
committee  meeting.

Index  on  dispensing 
doctors'  mistakes 

Mr  John  Davies,  secretary,  Rural 
Pharmacists  Association,  believes  a 
central  index  should  be  set  up  where 
pharmacists  could  report  the  doctors' 
mistakes  they  have  had  to  put  right. 

"This  index  can  then  be  used  as 
support  for  the  work  that  has  been  going 
on  over  the  years,  of  which  the  public  and 
apparently  the  Ministry  seem  completely 
unaware,"  he  was  to  say  in  an  address  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Somerset 
Branch,  on  Thursday  after  C&D  went  to 


press.  Patients  must  be  made  aware  of  the 
"inumerable  mistakes  that  are  made  and 
that  are  covered  up  by  the  pharmacist  in 
order  to  keep  ethics  and  the  patient 
alive." 

He  continues:  "It  is  undoubted)  true, 
when  patients  are  approached  by  the 
dispensing  doctors,  that  ignorance  of 
what  goes  on  is  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
doctors  .  .  .  We  must  look  to  moral 
considerations  rather  than  ethics  where 
patient  risk  is  part  of  the  conflict." 

Mr  Davies  was  to  suggest  a  few 
"opportunities"  for  pharmacy,  as 
requested  by  the  Health  Minister  at  the 
BP  Conference.  If  patients  no  longer  had 
difficulty  in  obtaining  medicines  in  rural 
areas  there  would  be  no  need  for 
regulations  allowing  doctor  dispensing. 
All  pharmacies  in  rural  areas  should 
therefore  update  their  services  to  their 
patients. 

Mr  Davies  was  to  speculate  on  what 
the  Minister's  reaction  would  be  if  rural 
pharmacists  agreed  that  they  could  cope 
with  all  the  dispensing  now  done  by 
doctors  and  asked  for  a  change  in  the 
regulations  to  restrict  dispensing  to 
pharmacists  who  would  agree  to  deliver 
medicines  where  necessary.  Opposition 
from  the  medical  profession  would  be 
enormous,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  rural 
patients  would  then  benefit  from  a  more 
convenient,  professionally  serviced  and 
supervised  supply.  ■ 

£1.25  script  charge 
next  year? 

Prescription  charges  may  rise  to  £1 .25  in 
April,  according  to  Whitehall  sources, 
although  the  Department  of  Health  says 
the  idea  is  "sheer  speculation".  However 
prescription  charges  are  now  subject  to 
annual  review.  ■ 


"Must  be  the  RPA  poaching  for  business"

Further  warning  on 
dapsone  scripts 


The  National  Pharmaceutical  Association 
are  to  warn  their  members  again  about  the 
potential  danger  in  supplying  Maloprim 
against  prescriptions  for  dapsone. 

The  warning,  which  will  be  published 
in  the  Pink  Supplement,  is  in  response  to  a 
recent  letter  in  the  Lancet  which  alleged 
that  four  retail  pharmacists  in  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne  had  mistakenly  supplied 
Maloprim  tablets  instead  of  dapsone.  The 
author,  Dr  Janet  Marks,  says  the 
"explanation"  given  was  that  dapsone 
tablets  are  difficult  to  get  but  she  points 
out  that  both  lOOmg  and  50mg  strengths 
are  available  from  Arthur  H.  C  ox  &  Co 
Ltd. 

In  all  four  cases  the  error  was 
discovered  by  chance  and  Dr  Marks  says 
the  practice  may  be  more  widespread  than 
she  knows.  A  patient  prescribed  400mg 
dapsone  daily  for  dermatitis  herpetiformis 
would  receive  seven  times  the  prophylactic 
antimalarial  dosage  of  pyrimethamine  if 
Maloprim  was  given,  she  notes,  and  this 
could  cause  serious  side  effects  such  as 
megaloblastic  anaemia. 

The  NPA  previously  published  a 
warning  in  the  March/April  issue  of  the 
Supplement.  They  stated  that  members 
presented  with  dapsone  prescriptions 
should  not  dispense  Maloprim  if  they  had 
any  suspicion  that  the  drug  was  being 
prescribed  for  rheumatoid  arthritis. 
nc&D  subscribers  should  note  that 
although  the  Price  List  entry  for  dapsone 
only  cross-references  Maloprim,  this  does 
not  mean  that  dapsone  tablets  by 
themselves  are  unavailable,  as  generic 
preparations  are  not  routinely  listed.  ■ 


Another *  assistant

The  resolution,  approved  by  a  large 
majority,  pressed  for  the  establishment  of 
a  standing  commission  with  trade  union 
and  consumer  membership  to  evaluate  the 
hazards  and  uses  of  all  substances  used  in 
consumer  products.  ■

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Tonic'  claims  banned  in 
food  labelling  proposals 


Claims  that  a  food  has  tonic  properties 
and  claims  about  either  the  presence  or 
absence  of  cholesterol  in  foods  would  be 
banned  under  proposed  new  food 
labelling  regulations. 

The  proposed  regulations  would 
replace  those  referring  to  claims  in  the 
Labelling  of  Food  Regulations  1970.  They 
would  control  nutritional  and  other 
claims  made  for  diabetic,  slimming  and 
vitamin  products,  retaining  the  basic 
claim  provisions  of  the  1970  regulations 
but  strengthening  them  and  making  them 
more  precise  where  appropriate. 

Although  the  proposals  are  said  to  be 
largely  based  on  the  Food  Standards 
Committee's  "second  report  on  claims 
and  misleading  descriptions,"  they  appear 
to  be  less  restrictive  than  several  of  the 
report's  recommendations  (C&D  March 
15,  p414).  For  instance,  the  Committee 
suggested  that  names  for  foods  containing 
the  words  "slim",  "slender",  "weight 
watchers"  and  "low  calorie"  should  be 
banned  but  this  prohibition  does  not 
feature  in  the  proposals. 

The  Committee  had  recommended 
that  foods  described  as  "low  energy"  or 
"reduced  energy"  should  have  at  least  25 
or  50  per  cent  less  energy  value,  per  unit 
of  weight  than  the  unmodified 
counterpart.  The  proposals  now, 
however,  require  a  minimum  one-third 
reduction  in  energy  value  for  foods 
described  as  "reduced  energy"  and  a 
maximum  40  kilocalories  per  lOOg  and  per 
serving  for  foods  described  as  "low 
energy". 

Other  regulations  on  slimming  claims 
are  that  foods  labelled  as  such  should  also 
be  labelled  with  a  statement  of  the  energy 
value  per  lOOg  or  100ml,  and  with  the 
following  words:  "Can  help  slimming  or 
weight  control  only  as  part  of  a  controlled 
diet".  Non-oral  advertising  which  makes 
slimming  claims  must  also  include  a 
statement  of  energy  value.  Foods  which 
consist  wholly  or  mainly  of  vitamins  and 
minerals  must  not  make  slimming  claims 
and  foods  which  are  marketed  as  meal 
replacements  must  contain  a  specified 
amount  of  vitamins  and  minerals.

On  diabetic  claims,  most  of  the 
Committee's  recommendations  have  been 
included  in  the  proposals.  The  labelling 
"For  use  by  diabetics  only  on  medical 
advice"  must  be  included  and  diabetic 
foods  containing  sorbitol  or  other 
glycitols  must  state  the  amount  present 
and  must  carry  a  statement  "unsuitable 
for  the  overweight".  If  the  food  is 
claimed  to  be  made  specially  for  diabetics 
then  the  carbohydrate  content  must  not 
exceed  50  per  cent  of  that  contained  in 
similar  "non-diabetic"  food. 

Foods  claimed  to  be  enriched  with 
vitamins  or  excellent  sources  of  vitamins 
must  contain  a  specified  amount  of 
vitamins  and  the  same  applies  to  mineral 
claims.  Protein-containing  foods  must 
contain  at  least  12g  of  protein  in  a  day's 
serving  and  if  the  food  is  claimed  to  be 
high  or  rich  in  protein,  at  least  20  per  cent 
of  the  energy  value  must  be  provided  by 
protein. 

For  the  first  time  claims  about 
polyunsaturated  fatty  acids  are  included 
in  labelling  regulations  —  suggestions  that 
the  food  is  beneficial  to  human  health 
because  it  contains  polyunsaturated  fatty 
acids  are  not  allowed. 

The  proposed  new  regulations  would 
in  the  main,  come  into  effect  from 
January  1,  1983  together  with  the  Food 
Labelling  Regulations  1980.  Copies  of  the 
proposals  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  Standards  Division,  Branch  A, 
Room  426,  Great  Westminster  House, 
Horseferry  Road,  London  SW1P  2AE.

Mental  illness 


As  pharmacists,  none  of  us  can  be 
unaware  of  the  miraculous 
transformation  of  the  long-term  prospects 
for  patients  stricken  by  mental  illness.  I 
can  just  remember  the  days  when  chloral, 
paraldehyde  and  bromides  were  used  to 
depress  cerebral  activity  to  such  a  degree 
as  to  turn  people  into  dribbling  idiots,  a 
condition  just  slightly  more  acceptable 
than  the  tragedy  of  sheer  physical 
restraint.  But  today  I  know  a  dozen 
schizophrenics,  who  with  but  occasional 
"bad"  periods  are  able  to  lead  worthwhile 
lives  as  unremarkable,  normal  citizens, 
who  come  into  my  pharmacy,  and  can 
actually  discuss  their  illness  when  they  feel 
the  need. 

I  think  it  is  the  possibility  of  effective 
treatment,  if  not  absolute  cure,  which  has 
led  to  an  equally  remarkable  change  in 
attitude  towards  such  illnesses,  for  which 
we  can  only  thank  the  much  maligned 
drug  manufacturers.  Because  in  these  last 
few  years,  practitioners  have  been  given 
an  unparalleled  range  of  highly  potent 
drugs  at  a  time  when,  by  a  sublime 
coincidence,  a  government  decided  to 
institute  a  health  care  system  in  which 
medicines  were  to  be  given  to  patients  for 
nothing,  while  doctors  were  paid  so  much 
per  head  whether  they  saw  those  patients 
or  not.  It  was  inevitable  that  there  would 
be  changes  in  emphasis. 

I  do  not  assert  that  the  health  of  the 
nation  is  not  better.  I  do  not  know  if  it  is 
or  not.  Nor  do  I  think  we  are  less  caring, 
but  I  do  know  that  the  relationship 
between  patient  and  doctor  in  the  busy 
group  practices  is  vastly  different  from 
that  which  existed  before  GP's  were 
brainwashed  into  thinking  that  all  they 
had  to  do  was  to  put  a  name  to  the 
complaint  and  Hey  Presto  the  drug 
manufacturer  had  the  treatment  for  it.  All 
done  efficiently  in  the  five  minute 
consultation  which  the  pressure  of  the 
insurance  health  scheme  laid  on  the 
doctor.  The  long  term  consequences  seem 
to  me  to  have  weakened  the  trust  between 
doctor  and  patient,  partly  because  "He 
didn't  listen  to  me"  and  partly  because 
the  treatment  given,  though  appropriate 
to  the  diagnosis,  was  based  perhaps  on 
only  a  partial  understanding  of  the  needs 
of  the  patient,  which  can  only  be  learned 
by  giving  him  time. 

Patients  are  people  in  need  of  more 
than  a  push  button  treatment,  with  many 
still  seeking  a  confidante  and  adviser  who 
might  lead  them  to  a  better  understanding 
of  their  condition  which  in  itself  would 
help  recovery  or  acceptance.  And  so  we 
have  an  apprehension  growing  in  the 
public  mind  about  the  use  of  many  good 


drugs  which  are  seen  as  only  masking  or 
damping  down  symptoms  of  an  illness 
whose  causes  are  not  being  sought.  How 
many  of  you  have  experience  of  the 
hyperactive  child  under  constant  sedation 
who  is  subsequently  found  unable  to 
tolerate  either  the  food  colouring  or 
synthetic  flavouring  of  the  sweets  he  was 
given  by  the  bag?  Or  the  adult  patient 
with  a  chronic  catarrh  who  became 
depressed,  was  put  on  antidepressives, 
and  then  discovered,  by  the  accident  of  a 
holiday  abroad,  that  he  was  allergic  to 
cows'  milk  and  milk  solids  and  who 
returned  truly  "cured". 

This  train  of  thought  was  triggered  off 
by  the  report  of  what  Dr  Barry  Durrant,  a 
consultant  psychiatrist,  told  the  BP 
Conference  at  Brighton,  one  part  of 
whose  paper  I  quote:  "Knowing  how 
sensitive  the  cerebrum  is  to  deficiencies  or 
to  traces  of  toxic  agents,  pollutants  in 
their  widest  sense  must  affect  thinking 
and  behaviour.  Food  additives, 
inadequate  vitamins,  hormones  and 
antibiotics  used  to  fatten  meat,  excessive 
intake  of  alcohol,  caffeine  or  smoking, 
pulpy  chemical  foods  lacking  in  fibre 
leading  to  disease  and  thus  psychological 
stress  must  all  play  their  part  in  subclinical 
disease  if  not  overt  illness." 

This,  coupled  with  the  way  we  live,  I 
find  quite  worrying.  I'd  better  get  back  on 
me  Valiums  again. 


Homoeopathies 


I  had  a  script  for  a  homoeopathic  remedy 
the  other  day.  It  presented  no  great 
problem  as  I  was  able  to  obtain  it  by 
return  of  post  from  one  of  the 
manufacturers,  but  it  is  so  long  since  I 
actually  dispensed  one  myself  that  my 
interest  was  aroused,  and  during  the 
evening  I  rummaged  round  my 
bookshelves  to  reread  the  volumes  I 
inherited  with  the  shop.  I  remember 
spending  hours  in  sacc  lact  trituration 
when  apprenticed  and  still  recall  the 
discomfort  in  my  boss's  face  when  I 
showed  him  the  results  of  my  6th  dilution 
of  a  "mother  liquor"  made  of  1  per  cent 
gentian  violet.  "Nothing  to  it,"  I  had 
said,  "colourless  gentian  violet"! 

We  had  a  genuine  atomic  physicist 
(inspector  of  atomic  energy  plants) 
visiting  us  one  evening  recently  and  as  a 
matter  of  interest  I  asked  him  if  he 
thought  it  possible  to  somehow  "imprint" 
the  shape  of  the  complex  organic 
molecules  from,  say  a  vegetable  extract, 
onto  a  vehicle,  by  prolonged  shaking  or 
banging  techniques.  He  said  nothing  but 
his  look  of  delighted  incredulity  at  what  I 
had  asked  caused  me  such  stress  that  I  was 
forced  to  take  another  diazepam.

Effectiveness  of 
CRCs  'contentious' 

The  link  between  the  use  of  child  resistant 
containers  and  the  decline  in  accidental 
ingestion  of  medicines  by  children  — 
widely  regarded  as  an  apparently  good 
example  of  an  environmental  measure 
inducing  an  improved  accident 
performance  —  remains  a  contentious 
issue,  says  the  latest  OHE  briefing  issued 
by  the  Office  of  Health  Economics  (No 
17,  September,  £0.30). 

In  1976  aspirin  and  paracetamol  were 
packed  in  CRCs  as  a  preventive  strategy  to 
poisoning  in  children,  and  there  is 
evidence  that  this  limited  application  has 
proved  beneficial,  says  the  report.  But  it 
suggests  that  the  improvement  may  be  a 
spin  off  from  the  use  of  and  debate 
surrounding  CRCs  which  has  generated 
greater  awareness  of  the  problem.  It 
points  out  that  the  fall  in  hospital 
admissions  has  been  related  to  the 
reduction  in  pack  size  of  paediatric 
analgesics  (which  accompanied  the 
introduction  of  CRCs)  and  to 
presentation  changes  rendering  them  less 
attractive  to  children. 

The  report  concludes  with  the  "belief 
that  environmental  and  product  design 
provide  the  most  effective  key  to  accident 
prevention.  This  contention  is  in  a  large 
part  a  reflection  of  the  apparently 
extremely  limited  success  of  health 
education  activities  in  promoting  safety 
conscious  behaviour  amongst  parents  and

Olympia  launch  *  first-time' 
microcomputer  packages 


A  range  of  desk-top  microcomputers  — 
"Boss"  —  with  both  hardware  and 
software  said  to  be  specifically  designed 
for  small  business  applications  have  been 
announced  by  Olympia  Business 
Machines  Ltd.  Main  features  of  the  new 
microcomputers  are  their  64K  central 
RAM  memory  and  external  disk  storage 
capacity  —  ranging  to  over  5  megabytes. 
Standard  software  programs  are  fully 
integrated  and  can  be  "personalised", 
and  there  is  the  facility  to  communicate 
with  main  frame  computers  and  other 
computer  systems.  All  systems  have  been 
designed  so  that  thay  are  simple  to 
understand  and  operate,  especially  for 
first  time  users. 

Although  designed  with  the  small 
business  in  mind,  Olympia  say  the  range 
will  also  find  wide  acceptance  among 
experienced,  larger  companies  needing 
data  processing  facilities  at  the  user  point. 
The  range  of  four  systems  start  at  around 
£3,000  for  a  280K  byte  computer  with 
printer. 

Launch  packages  claim  to  cope  with 
all  normal  horizontal  accounting  needs. 
In  addition  to  sales  ledger,  purchase 
ledger,  stock  control,  payroll,  invoicing 
and  order  processing,  the  Boss  programs 
will  up-date  general  ledger  accounts.  They 
can  also  generate  information  such  as 
VAT  returns;  indicate  when  is  the  best 
time  to  pay  in  order  to  obtain  maximum 
discounts;  and  advise  on  latest  cash  flow 
situations.  Other  vertical  software  and  a 
word  processing  packages  will  be  available 
shortly  as  part  of  the  company's  software 
development. 

Already  successfully  launched  in 
several  European  countries,  the 
microcomputers  will  be  marketed  through 
a  national  distribution  network  of  dealers 
and  specialist  computer  system  suppliers. 
Olympia  will  maintain  an  advisory  and 
support  service  to  assist  its  dealer  network 
and  continue  their  direct  relationships 
with  certain  corporate  customers, 
providing  sales,  engineering  and  support 
services. 

There  are  four  computers  in  the  range 
all  using  the  Z80A  processor  chip.  Three 
of  the  systems  use  twin,  high-density  mini- 
floppy disk  drives  with  a  storage  capacity 
ranging  from  140K  bytes  per  disk  to  600K 
per  disk.  The  larger  capacity  5  Megabyte 
system  uses  1  mini-Winchester  hard  disk 
drive  and  1  600K  mini-floppy  disk. 

Packages  are  written  in  BAL  (Business 
BASIC)  with  BASIC,  PASCAL, 
COBOL,  FORTRAN,  and  Assemblers 
available  on  request.

The  costly  business  of 
paying  weekly  wages 

by  David  Edwards 

A  senor  manager  in  Barclays  Bank  Ltd's  marketing  department  and  their  liaison 
representative  to  the  Committee  of  London  Clearing  Bankers  Working  Party  on  the 
Payment  of  Wages  and  Salaries. 


The  old  saying  that  money  is  the  root  of 
all  evil  is  probably  at  its  truest  when  it 
comes  to  the  practice  of  paying  employees 
weekly  wages  in  cash.  Hardly  a  week  goes 


by  without  hearing  of  a  wages  snatch  in 
which  someone  gets  hurt.  Last  year  one 
security  company  alone  was  the  victim  of 
87  attacks,  and  violent  raids  on  company 


premises  are  becoming  more  frequent. 

Is  there  a  way  of  avoiding  this  danger 
while  ensuring  that  employees  are  paid 
regularly  and  efficiently?  We  believe  there 
is  a  way,  by  encouraging  employees  to 
accept  payment  regularly  into  a  bank 
account.  Even  today  about  half  the 
workforce  in  Britain  is  still  paid  weekly, 
with  cash  in  a  pay  packet.  Changing  to  a 
system  where  employees  are  paid  by  credit 
transfer  direct  into  their  own  bank 
accounts  stops  the  bandit  in  his  tracks,  in 
effect,  and  can  save  the  company  a  lot  of 
money. 


Cost  savings 


Research  has  shown  that  an  employer,  on 
average,  saves  £30  per  employee  per  year 
if  he  changes  from  weekly  cash  payments 
to  monthly  payments  direct  into  the 
employees'  bank  accounts.  The  cost  is 
sometimes  much  higher,  depending  on 
individual  circumstances,  and  can  only 
increase  with  inflation. 

So  what  are  the  costs  involved  in  the 
payment  of  weekly  wages?  There  are  the 
direct  expenses  of  running  a  large  wages 
office,  the  insurance  and  the  cost  of 
physically  transporting  the  cash  from  the 
bank  to  the  office  or  factory  each  week. 
There  is  also  the  cost  of  drawing  money 
from  the  bank,  one  or  two  days  before  it 
is  needed,  to  count  into  wage  packets. 

Data  processing,  using  the  Bankers' 
Automated  Clearing  Services,  makes  the 
exercise  smoother.  Money  is  put  into  the 
employee's  account  the  same  day  as  it  is 
taken  out  of  the  employer's  account, 
thereby,  improving  the  company's  cash 
flow  and  saving  interest  charges.  It  is  also 
much  cheaper  than  the  cash  handling 
charges  made  by  the  banks. 

Wages  are  usually  paid  one  week  in 
arrears.  Paying  fortnightly  means  the  gap

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in  which  the  money  can  be  used  by  the 
company  is  doubled,  while  paying 
employees  monthly  widens  this  gap  even 
further.  Once  again  the  company's  cash 
flow  will  benefit. 


Legal  angles 


This  is,  of  course,  fine  for  the  company 
but  what  about  the  employee?  Under  the 
law  an  employee  has  the  right  to  insist  on 
wages  in  'the  coin  of  the  realm'.  In  other 
words  —  cash  in  hand. 

Up  to  the  beginning  of  the  19th 
century  it  was  possible  for  employers  to 
pay  their  workforce  in  tokens  which  could 
only  be  spent  at  the  company's  shop  and 
even  payment  in  kind  was  made.  In  1831 
the  Truck  Act  was  passed  prohibiting 
employers  from  imposing,  on  certain 
classes  of  workman,  a  restriction  on  where 
or  how  wages  were  to  be  spent.  It  also 
required  them  to  be  paid  in  cash.  The  1960 
Payment  of  Wages  Act  went  some  way  to 
relaxing  these  restrictions  in  enabling 
payment  to  be  made  to  a  bank  account  — 
provided  a  written  request  was  received 
from  the  employee. 

But  why  should  he  or  she  agree  to  be 
paid  at  less  frequent  intervals,  through  a 
bank  account?  In  our  experience  the  truly 
successful  schemes  have  only  been 
achieved  where  some  of  the  cost  savings 
have  been  passed  back  to  the  workforce  as 
an  incentive,  and  consultation  with  the 
unions  have  resulted  in  their  blessing  to 
the  change. 


Budgeting 


Of  course  if  an  employee  has  budgeted  for 
years  on  the  basis  of  weekly  wage  it  can 
cause  havoc  to  switch  suddenly  to 
fortnightly  or  monthly  pay.  One 
company,  in  passing  some  of  the  savings 
back,  will  deduct  £5  per  week  for  10  weeks 
from  pay  packets  before  a  changeover, 
then  will  add  £50  to  the  sum  saved  to  tide 
employees  over  the  first  period  of 
fortnightly  pay.  Over  the  next  10 
fortnightly  periods  there  will  be  a  further 
deduction,  with  the  company  contributing 
a  similar  sum  for  the  final  switch  to 
monthly  pay. 

The  whole  exercise  will  have  been 
achieved  in  30  weeks,  with  the  minimum 
inconvenience  to  the  employee.  Other 
firms  are  passing  on  their  cost  savings  in 
other  ways,  such  as  interest  free  loans  for 
staff.  One  company  is  giving  a  £60  loan 
repayable  over  20  months  and  if  the 
employee  is  still  there  after  two  years,  the 
sum  is  returned  as  a  loyalty  bonus. 
Another  company  is  even  going  so  far  as 
to  raffle  a  car  each  year  among  all 
monthly  paid  employees! 

Trade  union  benefits 

There  is  a  valuable  bonus  from  the  trade 
unions'  point  of  view.  Monthly  pay  can 
mean  staff  status  —  with  the  benefit  of

four  weeks  notice  and/or  extra  sick  leave 
and  holiday  entitlements  as  well  as 
improved  pensions. 

Such  steps  have  longer-term 
implications.  Moving  to  a  single  payment 
system  for  "blue"  and  "white"  collar 
workers  could  facilitate  uniform 
conditions  of  service  with  improved  job 
security.  Having  two  payment  systems  is 
socially  divisive,  while  the  move  from  cash 
encourages  saving  and  financial 
responsibility. 

Having  money  paid  directly  into  a 
bank  account  is  safer  simply  because  there 
is  no  pay  packet  to  be  lost  on  a  bus  or 
snatched  in  a  crowd.  There  is  a  record  of 
money  paid  in  or  drawn  out  of  the  bank 
by  means  of  a  regular  statement  which 
makes  it  easier  to  budget  ahead.  Bank 
accounts  also  make  it  easier  to  pass  money 
to  someone  else,  either  by  cheque  or  by  a 
standing  order  at  the  bank  to  make 
regular  payments. 

Loans  are  also  easier  to  negotiate  as 
the  customer  can  also  establish  a  good 
relationship  with  his  or  her  bank. 

The  next  step 

To  sum  up,  employers  can  save  money 
and  time  by  changing  the  timing  and 
method  of  paying  employees.  By  so 
doing,  they  will  run  their  companies  more 
efficiently  and  profitably.  Most 
important,  perhaps,  is  that  employees 
benefit  not  just  because  it  is  more 
convenient  for  them  to  have  a  bank 
account  but  because,  if  the  scheme  is 
introduced  in  the  right  way,  they  can  see 
tangible  benefits  from  their  company. 

The  High  Street  banks  have  produced 
a  free  booklet  "In  place  of  cash  — 
introductory  guidelines  for  employers".

Cabbage  juice  cure 
for  cancer 

Cabbage  juice  has  properties  to  cure 
ulcers  and  cancer,  according  to  Dr  D.K. 
Salunkhe,  vice-chancellor  of  the 
Mahatma  Phule  Agriculture  University, 
Pune,  Maharashatra,  our  Indian 
correspondent  writes.  In  experiments 
conducted  on  white  mice,  the  mice,  fed 


with  cabbage  juice,  were  completely  cured 
of  both  diseases,  he  said. 

Even  half  a  cup  of  cabbage  juice  every 
morning  before  consuming  any  food 
would  relieve  colitis,  bleeding  ulcers  and 
minor  cancer  conditions  in  humans, 
claims  Dr  Salunkhe,  who  had  been  a 
research  scholar  at  the  Utah  State 
University  in  the  US. 

He  said  he  had  created  the  ulcer 
conditions  in  the  mice  by  feeding  them 
with  sand  particles  and  ground  glass  until 
they  started  bleeding  internally. 
Cancerous  conditions  had  been  stimulated 
by  feeding  and  injecting  them  with  known 
potent  carcinogens.  But  these  conditions 
had  been  cleared  when  20  per  cent  of  their 
diet  was  turned  into  cabbage  juice. 

He  said  these  experiments  were  still 
under  observation  and  the  next  step  would 
be  to  use  rhesus  monkeys.  Further 


experiments  under  improved  laboratory 
conditions  would  soon  become  possible 
with  the  opening  of  the  veterinary  college 
at  the  Rahuri  Agricultural  College. 

Diabetic  cure 

The  Minister  of  State  for  Health  and 
Family  Welfare,  Mr  N.R.  Laskar, 
confirmed  in  the  Indian  Parliament  that 
about  700  diabetic  paients  in  Punjab  were 
benefiting  by  a  new  wine  called  Karcla 
Somras  prepared  by  the  Punjab 
Agricultural  University.  Karcla,  or  bitter 
gourd,  was  well  known  in  ayurvedic 
medicine  for  controlling  blood  sugar 
levels.  He  said  a  survey  conducted  by  the 
University  showed  that  diabetics  who 
adhered  to  proper  diet  and  oral 
medication  responded  well  to  Karcla 
Somras.  ■

Microscript  introduce 
label  printer

A  pharmacy  label  printer  has  been 
developed  by  Microscript  based  on  a 
microcomputer  and  will  produce  printed 
labels  for  up  to  1500  different  drugs  and 
preparations  with  any  combination  of  up 
to  300  dosage  directions. 

Microscript  claim  its  use  substantially 
reduces  the  workload  and  stress  on  the 
dispensing  chemist,  particularly  at  peak 
hours.  The  hardware  comprises  an  Apple 
microcomputer  with  video  monitor,  two 
disc  drives  and  a  small  printer  —  compact 
enough  to  take  up  only  a  small  area  of  a 
desk  or  work  top.

Joe  Wright  warning 
on  salaried  service 

Pharmacists  must  beware  of  the  risk  of  moving  further 
away  from  a  uniform  level  of  payment  for  the  NHS 
pharmaceutical  service  and  towards  individualisation  of 
the  contract.  "The  next  step  is  a  salaried  service," 
warned  Mr  Joe  Wright  on  Sunday. 

"Individualisation  of  the  contract"  brings  nearer 
the  day  that  the  authorities  will  refuse  to  subsidise 
uneconomic  units  and  themselves  determine  who  should 
be  given  a  contract,  he  said. 


Mr  Wright,  the  recently  retired 
director  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  asked  the  eighth  annual 
conference  of  the  Lincolnshire  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  remember 
that  there  are  not  only  people  at  the 
DHSS,  and  among  regional,  area,  and 
district  pharmacists  who  would  "prefer" 
a  salaried  service,  "but  also  at  Lambeth 

—  members  of  Council  and  executive 
staff. 

"They  don't  want  to  taint  the 
profession  with  trade,  with  selling 
goods." 

He  had  earlier  read  out  extracts  of  a 
letter  to  a  Pharmaceutical  Journal  of 
1915.  The  writer,  he  believed,  "was  a  real 
visionary"  in  that  he  had  advocated  self- 
help  and  mutual  co-operation  with  other 
pharmacists  at  local  level  rather  than 
rivalry  and  "grudging"  each  other  a  share 
of  the  general  business. 

Wholesaling  catalyst 

He  went  on:  "The  pharmacist  must 
educate  the  public  to  the  fact  that  he  is  the 
best  person  from  whom  to  get  many  of  the 
accessories  of  modern  comfort.  It  took  us 
a  long  time  to  set  up  NPU  Marketing  Ltd 
and  then  Independent  Chemists 
Marketing  Ltd  to  form  the  Numark  group 

—  action  which  catalysed  action 
throughout  wholesaling  (particularly  on 
the  part  of  Unichem)  and  action  which 
has  helped  thousands  of  NPA  members  to 
achieve  larger  turnover." 

He  had  earlier  objected  to  the  use  of 
the  title  "general  practice  pharmacist" 
because  it  smacked  of  pharmacists  apeing 
doctors,  of  seeking  to  "pull  themselves  up 
by  their  shoelaces."  He  preferred  to  call  it 
by  the  old-fashioned  "retail  pharmacy". 

In  response  to  Dr  Gerard  Vaughan's 
speech  at  the  Brighton  BP  Conference, 
(C&D,  September  19,  p476),  Mr  Wright 


said  he  was  certain  that  retail  pharmacy 
had  a  future.  "But  unlike  Dr  Gerard 
Vaughan,  I  believe  that  if  the  needs  of  the 
community  come  first,  those  of  the 
pharmacist  will  follow." 

Mr  Wright  endorsed  the  Minister  for 
Health's  view  of  pharmacy  as  a  profession 
that  had  retained  public  trust  and  respect 
in  a  way  that  others  had  not,  and  that  as 
yet  it  was  unable  to  make  full  use  of  its 
potential.  But  if  this  meant  throwing  out 
counter  trade,  toiletries  and  cosmetics  to 
concentrate  on  dispensing  only,  then  Mr 
Wright  believed  that  there  "was  a  real  risk 
involved". 

He  also  advised  the  Council  and 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  to  approach  the  inquiry 
mooted  by  the  Minister  and  the 
Department  (apparently  through  a  "lobby 
correspondent"  and  not  direct  to  the 
PSNC  as  was  the  practice  in  his  time), 


Mr  Graham  Walker  addresses  the 
conference 

"very  warily".  The  inquiry  was  to  be  wide 
ranging  and  would  look  at  the  methods  by 
which  pharmacists  were  paid.  "I 
recommend  that  the  NPA  Board  watch  all 
concerned  like  a  hawk." 

Finally  Mr  Wright  catalogued  a  long 
list  of  events  that  had  placed  pharmacy 
under  pressure  over  the  years  (previously 
itemised  in  his  NPA  Golden  Jubilee 
address)  and  added  to  it  "dispensing 
doctors,  Tenterden,  notional  pricing,  and 
what  has  been  happening  in  wholesaling." 
Mr  Wright  said  he  had  not  altered  his 
earlier  conclusion:  "I  still  have  every 
confidence  in  the  future  of  retail 
pharmacy."

LINCS  LPC  CONFERENCE 
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Ex-president  criticises  Council 
over  rural  fund  decision 


David  Sharpe,  making  his  first  public 
speech  as  an  immediate  past  president  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  said  he  could 
be  the  "Honest  David"  of  a  C&D  leader 
of  April  14,  1979,  again.  "As  president 
you  have  to  represent  the  views  of  the 
Society  and  not  your  own  views." 

Mr  Sharpe  said  that  he  had  been 
unable  to  be  present  at  the  August 
meeting  of  Council  which  had  decided  to 
go  to  counsel  as  to  whether  a  contribution 
to  the  Tenterden  fund  would  be  ultra  vires 
of  charter.  At  the  September  Council 
meeting  held  during  the  BP  Conference  he 
declared  he  would  speak  against  that 
decision  because  he  felt  it  was  probably 
the  most  appalling  decision  Council  had 
ever  made. 

"The  track  record  of  our  Society  in 
going  to  counsel  and  taking  advice  is 
hardly  one  that  I'd  be  proud  of.  To  hide 
behind  a  legal  barrier  is  appalling  —  we 
can  donate  anything  we  wish  subject  to  it 
being  intra  vires." 


Beyond  comprehension 


Mr  Sharpe  reminded  the  conference  that 
between  60  and  70  per  cent  of  all 
pharmacies  practised  as  limited  companies 
—  just  like  Paydens.  Council  members 
had  met  with  counsel  three  times  between 
July  16,  1980  and  July  3  this  year  and 
exchanged  around  30  letters  since  the  case 
commenced:  "For  Council  now  to  be 
hesitant,  is  beyond  my  comprehension. 

"In  my  opinion  the  judgment  made  in 
the  High  Court  is  a  disaster  for  pharmacy 
and  we  [through  Paydens]  have  no  choice 
but  to  go  to  Appeal." 

He  referred  to  a  leaflet  circulating  in 
London  offering  a  private  health  service 
including  dispensing  for  around  £20  per 
annum.  The  Tenterden  judgment,  if  taken 
to  extremes,  could  mean  that  because  the 
dispensing  doctor  does  not  have  to 
exercise  supervision  he  could  leave  the 
country  on  holiday  and  the  dispensing 
would  continue. 

Mr  Sharpe  did  not  support  Graham 
Walker's  call  for  a  massive  PR  campaign 
because  of  the  costs  involved.  The 
profession  (through  PSNC)  had 
connections  with  consumer  groups  and 
the  "ears"  of  Members  of  Parliament  to  a 
greater  degree  than  before.  "We  don't 
always  have  their  agreement  but  they  have 
never  refused  to  listen." 

Turning  to  the  '.'drivel"  written  in 
letters  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press  he 
decried  the  notion  that  the  size  and  style 


of  a  certificate  would  equate  with 
professional  standing  in  the  public's  eye 
and  hoped  the  campaign  against  the  new 
certificate  would  "die  down". 

Mr  Sharpe  declared  himself  to  be  a 
"hardliner"  on  the  question  of 
supervision  of  pharmacy  only  sales 
because  such  supervision  ensured  that 
these  sales  were  made  in  pharmacies  and 
the  proper  advice  given:  "Trade  will  come 
back  from  the  supermarkets  to  the 
pharmacy." 

He  pointed  to  recent  reports  that 
hospital  pharmacists  had  accepted  a  six 
per  cent  pay  settlement  as  evidence  that 
ASTMS  was  not  the  answer  for  the

general  practice  pharmacist  but  that 
PSNC  was:  "Virtually  every  member  of 
PSNC  is  a  practising  pharmacist." 

Mr  Sharpe  told  conference  that 
pharmacy  would  not  get  rational 
distribution  in  the  lifetime  of  this 
Government  because:  "unless  we  can 
show  a  public  benefit  rather  than  a 
professional  one,  they  will  not  be 
interested. 

"A  recent  survey  by  the  Census  Office 
showed  that  over  94  per  cent  of  the  public 
were  satisfied  with  the  service  provided  by 
the  profession." 

During  a  forum  Mr  Philip  Mawson,  an 
LPC  member,  asked  if  the  way  ahead  in 
the  Tenterden  matter  lay  with  the  EEC 
courts  rather  than  in  appealing  through 
the  English  judicial  system.  Mr  Wright 
said  that  in  his  personal  view  it  did  not. 

Graham  Walker  wondered  if  David 
Sharpe  had  any  views  on  whether  the 
president  should  be  elected  by  popular 
vote  rather  than  by  Council  in  a  "Buggins 
turn  next"  manner. 

Mr  Sharpe  said  that  —  whatever  the 
deficiencies  of  the  present  system  —  the 
main  one  was  that  members  of  Council 
did  not  get  to  the  branches  often  enough 


because  either  they  were  not  invited  or 
were  not  worth  inviting  —  people  could 
only  be  judged  by  performance  and  that 
in  any  case  Council  members  had  to  go  to 
the  membership  for  re-election  every  three 
years. 

Mr  Gordon  Gray,  Boston,  said  that  in 
his  view  any  difficulties  in  exercising 
supervision  could  be  overcome  by  opening 
up  the  dispensary  as  was  the  current  trend 
in  restaurants  and  bakeries.  Joe  Wright 
cited  Boots  as  prime  exponents  of  a 
similar  policy  over  the  years  and 
concurred  with  David  Sharpe's  view  of 
the  benefits  and  necessity  of  supervision. 
Mr  Wright  had  earlier  spoken  against 
"hard  liners  at  the  Society"  on  the 
supervision  issue  and  said  he  was 
concerned  that  pharmacists  "did  not 
make  a  rod  for  their  own  backs". 

On  the  Continent  pharmacists  were 
generally  held  in  much  higher  regard  than 
in  the  UK  but  they  did  not  always  have  the 
same  onerous  supervision  regulations  to 
contend  with. 


LMC  doctors  speak 
on  co-operation 

Dr  R.M  Aitken  and  Dr  D.  Smith, 
chairman  and  secretary  of  the 
Lincolnshire  Local  Medical  Committee, 
spoke  jointly  on  an  "Improved 
understanding  between  Lincolnshire 
practitioners"  —  "A  bit  of  a  Morecambe 
and  Wise  show"  in  Dr  Aitken's  opinion. 

Dr  Smith  listed  the  areas  of  co- 
operation at  a  local  level,  as  he  saw  them, 
between  the  professions.  There  were: 

□  The  exchange  of  technical 
information.  □  Help-outs  —  when  either 
the  dispensing  doctor  or  pharmacist  ran 
out  of  urgently  required  medicines. 

□  The  detection  of  prescription  fraud. 

□  The  detection  of  false  claims  for 
medicines,  etc,  made  by  temporary 
residents.  □  Attendance  by  pharmacists 
at  sessions  run  by  drug  companies  when 
matters  of  common  interest  could  be 
discussed. 

Dr  Smith  said  that  he  also  used  the 
hospital  pharmacist  to  obtain  drug 
information,  particularly  on  very  new 
drugs,  on  the  use  of  intravenous  fluids 
and  sources  of  vaccines. 

"The  burden  of  my  message  is  that  it 
is  up  to  individual  pharmacists  and 
doctors  to  ensure  that  there  is  some  co- 
operation and  that  this  is  maximised." 

Mr  Noel  Baumber,  Grantham,  the 
conference  chairman,  remarked  that  joint 
lunchtime  "educational"  sessions  run  in 
Grantham  on  the  lines  suggested  by  Dr 
Smith  had  been  "very  beneficial." 

Graham  Walker  suggested  that  Dr 
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Smith  had  omitted  one  important  area  of 
mutual  co-operation  —  the  receipt  of  a 
prescription  which  a  pharmacist's  training 
tells  him  is  "wrong."  The  pharmacist 
usually  faced  two  difficulties,  making 
contact  with  the  doctor  through  a 
protective  receptionist  and  convincing  the 
doctor  that  he  was  not  criticising  as  such, 
simply  asking,  "Is  this  really  your 
intention,  because  it  is  not  what  you  have 
written?" 

Dr  Smith  said  he  accepted  this  under 
three  headings:  If  there  was  a  complete 
contraindication  then  action  must  be 
taken;  if  previous  co-operation  had 
clarified  a  doctor's  intentions  then  the 
pharmacist  should  endorse  the 
prescription  and  return  it  to  the  doctor  for 
signature  later,  if  required  to  by  law; 
substitution  of  one  named  drug  for 
another  when  out-of-stock  if  previous 
contact  had  shown  this  was  acceptable. 

Mr  Don  Ross,  Bourne,  commented 
that  he  felt  dispensing  by  doctors  was  a 
"big  barrier"  to  co-operation  at  local 
level.  Co-operation  was  "100  per  cent 
greater"  between  a  non-dispensing  doctor 
and  pharmacist.  "There  is  a  feeling  of 
latent  apprehension  rather  than 
hostility." 


'Drug  programme' 


Mr  Ross  said  he  was  also  disappointed  by 
the  areas  Dr  Smith  had  missed  out  and 
wished  to  add  a  "drug  programme" 
aimed  at  the  perfection  of  prescription 
writing,  diminution  of  waste  and  cutting 
down  on  drug  overlap  in  a  particular 
practice.  He  also  wanted  to  see  an 
exchange  of  information  if  there  was  an 
unusual  drug  regimen,  early  warning  of 
intent  to  use  new  drugs  and  joint  patient 
monitoring  of  side  effects,  etc. 

Dr  Smith  concluded  by  saying  that  his 
profession  was  not  insensitive  to  current 
problems  but  they  could  be  surmounted 
by  a  process  of  "identification, 
ventilation  and  education." 

Dr  Aitken  then  spoke  of  co-operation 
at  FPC  level  in  Lincolnshire  and  said  that 
it  was  one  of  the  few  successes  of  the  1974 
NHS  re-organisation.  He  said  the  dispute 
at  Saxilby  last  year  had  achieved 
"national  notoriety"  and  shown  up  the 
inability  of  both  professions  to  "instruct" 
their  colleagues  —  "independent 
contractors"  —  to  take  a  particular 
course  of  action. 

He  reported  that  the  FPC  was 
currently  considering  widening  the 
primary  health  care  team  to  include 
pharmacists  and  others  so  that  "the 
patient  can  have  access  to  wider 
professional  skills."  And  he  suggested 
presenting  a  united  front  to  the 
"mandarins  at  the  Elephant  and  Castle" 
in  negotiations  on  pay,  terms  of  service 
and  methods  of  practice.  "Our 
community  of  interest  is  vastly  greater 
than  any  individual  issue  that  divides  us." 

Dr  Aitken  went  on  to  say  that  both 
professions  existed  to  serve  patients  as 
independent  contractors  and  were  both 
threatened  by  cash  limits,  frustrations 


brought  about  by  the  Medicines  Act, 
legislation  on  strict  product  liability  and 
problems  relating  to  the  toxicity  of 
modern  drugs. 

Dr  Smith  said  inter-professional 
disputes  could  usually  be  resolved  at  a 
local  level  if  the  secretaries  of  the 
respective  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
committees  picked  up  signs  of  trouble  at 
an  early  stage  and  intervened  personally: 
"The  Nelsonian  shot  across  the  bows." 

He  thought  the  Clothier  standstill  had 
held,  in  Lincolnshire,  despite  one  hiccup. 

Dr  Smith  said  that  any  agreement  was 
at  three  levels  —  the  gentlemen's,  ethical 
and  that  sanctioned  by  law.  "At  the  end 
of  the  day  if  individuals  feel  unable  to  be 
constrained  by  the  first  two  then  it  is  an 
"unalienable  right"  of  an  individual  to 
refer  to  law. 

Dr  Aitken  referred  to  the  lack  of 
voluntary  support  from  the  medical 


profession  for  a  rural  compensation  fund 
and  agreed  with  the  view  of  a  dispensing 
colleague,  who  felt  "very  bitter"  that 
doctors  had  not  matched  the 
pharmaceutical  profession.  "They  have 
been  let  down  by  their  non-dispensing 
colleagues." 

Graham  Walker  said  it  was  widely 
suspected  in  his  profession  that  the 
medical  profession  were  raising  objections 
to  the  compensation  fund  as  a  "ploy"  to 
prevent  the  implementation  of  the 
Clothier  regulations.  "That  is  the  only 
way  the  antagonists  of  the  Clothier  report 
can  stop  it." 

"Can  you  not  appreciate  the 
reluctance  of  my  colleagues  to  have  good 
faith  in  the  medical  profession  when  it 
would  appear  that  the  one  spoke  that  can 
prevent  the  implementation  of  Clothier  is 
now  being  used?"  ■

Reprimand  for  pharmacist 
over  Tenuate  Despair 


An  investigation  into  drug  abuse  among 
teenagers  at  Chesterfield  led  police  to 
question  a  Doncaster  pharmacist  about 
illegal  supplies  of  slimming  tablets  to  a 
medical  salesman,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Statutory  Committee  heard  in 
London,  last  week. 

Mr  Josselyn  Hill,  for  the  Society,  said 
the  pharmacist,  Mr  Vernon  Burrows,  of 
High  Street,  Carcroft,  near  Doncaster, 
admitted  that  he  sold  Tenuate  Dospan 
tablets,  known  on  the  black  market  as 
"chalkies",  to  help  the  salesman  lose 
weight. 

Mr  Burrows  claimed  he  had  no  idea 
that  the  salesman  was  other  than  an 
honest,  trustworthy  business  associate. 
Mr  Burrows  said  he  acted  as  a  friend  who 
was  concerned  about  the  man's  weight, 
and  did  not  realise  at  the  time  that  he  was 
acting  illegally  by  supplying  the  tablets 
without  a  prescription.  He  maintained  it 
was  the  first  and  only  time  he  had 
committed  such  an  offence,  said  Mr  Hill. 

Mr  Burrows  pleaded  guilty  at 
Chesterfield  Magistrates'  Court  last 
October  to  the  unlawful  sale  and  supply 
of  the  tablets.  He  was  fined  £400,  and 
ordered  to  pay  £18  costs. 


Mandrax  drugs  ring 


Mr  Hill  said  the  drugs  squad  at 
Chesterfield  made  inquiries  after  two 
young  people,  aged  17  and  14,  were  found 
to  be  under  the  influence  of  drugs.  They 
uncovered  a  drugs  ring  in  connection  with 
the  supply  of  Mandrax  tablets.  The 
investigation  led  police  to  a  man  named 
Hollingworth,  who  told  them  he  got  a 
total  of  600  Tenuate  Dospan  tablets  from 
Mr  Burrows. 

Mr  Peter  Greenwood,  an  inspector  of 
the  Society,  said  Mr  Burrows  would  have 
purchased  the  tablets  from  a  drugs 
wholesaler  for  £2.70  per  hundred.  He 
understood  that  on  the  black  market  they 
sold  for  £1  for  four. 

Mr  Burrows  told  the  Committee  that 
he  had  known  Mr  Hollingworth  as  a 
medical  sales  representative  for  nine  or  ten 
years.  He  said  Mr  Hollingworth  started  a 
doctor-deputising  service  in  Doncaster, 
and  was  a  director  when  it  later  became  a 
limited  company.  On  February  14  last 
year,  Mr  Hoiiingworth  came  into  his 
dispensary,  and  Mr  Burrows  said  he 
advised  him  to  do  something  about  his 
weight.  Mr  Ho!l,ingworth  replied  that  he 
would  have  to  go  back  onto  Tenuate 
Dospan  tablets.  "I  said  he  had  better  get 
back  on  them,"  added  Mr  Burrows. 


He  offered  to  let  Mr  Hollingworth 
have  a  supply  of  the  tablets  at  the 
wholesale  price  if  he  would  get  a 
prescription  to  cover  them.  The  salesman 
said  he  was  going  in  to  Doncaster  in 
connection  with  the  doctor-deputising 
service,  and  would  get  one  of  the  doctors 
to  give  him  a  prescription. 

Mr  Burrows,  who  lives  at  Beech  Drive, 
Pontefract  Road,  Ackworth,  near 
Pontefract,  told  the  Committee.  "I 
trusted  him  implicitly.  I  never  thought  for 
one  moment  that  the  drugs  would  be 
abused.  I  had  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
prescription  would  be  forthcoming." 

The  new  chairman  of  the  Statutory 
Committee,  Sir  Carl  Aarvold,  told  Mr 
Burrows  that  he  had  committed  a  serious 
offence.  If  there  had  been  any  suggestion 
of  more  than  one  occasion  when  the  drugs 
were  supplied  without  a  prescription,  the 
Committee  would  have  felt  bound  to 
remove  his  name  from  the  register. 

Administering  a  severe  reprimand,  Sir 
Carl  said:  "We  dismiss  from  our  minds 
any  prejudice  which  may  be  there  arising 
from  the  miserable  situation  in 
Chesterfield  of  young  people  taking  these 
drugs  and  found  to  be  in  an  incapable 
condition. 

"We  dismiss  from  our  minds  any 
likelihood  of  persons  expecting  to  go  to  a 
doctor  without  any  sort  of  inquiry  and 
merely  getting  a  prescription  for  100 
tablets,  which  they  had  already  obtained 
from  the  pharmacist,  and  we  deal  with 
this  case  on  the  basis  that  this  was  one 
occasion,  for  which  Mr  Burrows  has  been 
convicted."

Herbal  appeal 


I  am  a  general  practitioner  researching  the 
lives  and  work  of  the  general  practitioners 
in  the  practice  in  which  I  now  work  and 
would  like  to  ask  C&D  readers  for 
information. 

In  the  late  19th  century  and  early  part 
of  this  century  one  of  my  predecessors,  Dr 
B.  W.  Gathergood  of  Terrington  St  John, 
had  the  foresight  to  grow  medicinal  herbs 
locally  and  then  to  dry  them  in  his  own 
personal  factory.  These  dried  herbs  were 
then  sent,  I  believe,  to  a  processor  in 
Surrey.  Several  of  the  fields  and  roads  in 


The  Committee  decided  to  take  no 
further  action  against  a  Swindon 
pharmacist  for  the  unlawful  sale  of  a 
medicinal  product  —  its  inquiry  into  Mr 
Charles  Wisby's  conduct  began  last 
September,  following  a  court  conviction, 
and  was  then  adjourned  for  a  year. 

Mr  Wisby  had  been  fined  £50  by 
Swindon  magistrates  in  January  last  year 
for  the  sale  of  a  packet  of  Panadeine  Co 
tablets  at  his  shop  in  Cavendish  Square, 
Park  South,  Swindon  in  July  1979 
without  the  supervision  of  a  pharmacist. 

Sir  Carl  Aarvold  said  that  the 
Committee  accepted  Mr  Wisby's 
explanation  that  this  was  not  the  ordinary 
way  in  which  he  conducted  his  practice. 
"But  that  it  was  the  sort  of  error  that  is 
sometimes  made  by  staff  when  they  are  in 
a  hurry,  and,  at  any  rate,  without  his 
connivance  or  his  encouragement." 


Warning  letter 


Earlier,  Mr  Hill  had  recalled  that 
medicinal  products  not  on  the  general 
sales  list  had  been  sold,  without  the 
presence  of  a  pharmacist,  to  one  of  the 
Society's  inspectors  at  Mr  Wisby's  shop  in 
April  and  July  1979.  After  the  first 
incident  Mr  Wisby  was  sent  a  warning 
letter  by  the  Society,  he  said. 

Mr  Hill  said  that  since  the  opening  of 
the  inquiry  last  September  an  inspector 
had  visited  Mr  Wisby's  shop  on  three 
occasions  and  had  found  everything  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Mr  Wisby  told  the  Committee  that  he 
had  done  all  he  could  to  try  to  prevent  a 
repetition  of  these  two  regrettable 
occurrences.  He  had  segregated  these 
particular  medicines,  identified  them  with 
a  mark,  and  instructed  his  staff  not  to  sell 
them  without  drawing  his  attention  to  it. 

Mr  Wisby  produced  a  number  of 
testimonials  from  doctors,  pharmacists 
and  other  people,  showing  the  high  regard 
in  which  he  was  held  in  the  community.  In 
a  letter  to  the  Committee  last  September, 
Mr  Wisby  said  that  the  July  sale  had  taken 
place  while  his  wife  (a  pharmacist)  had 
been  out  of  the  shop  for  only  a  few 
minutes.  It  was  not  a  case  of  deliberately 
flouting  the  law.  ■

Chance  to  reply 
for  small  firms 


No  relief  from  wholesale 
impasse'  say  Macarthys 


Two  factors  seem  to  preclude  the 
possibility  of  any  radical  change  in  the 
present  wholesale  "impasse". 

The  first  is  the  NHS  contract  which 
operates  on  a  "cost-plus"  basis  and  under 
which  the  Department  of  Health  takes 
back  from  the  pharmacist  any  buying 
advantage  he  enjoys.  The  second  is  the 
presence  in  the  market  of  Unichem  and 
similary-constituted  co-operatives,  who 
hand  back  as  rebates  to  their  members, 
profits  generated  by  those  members' 
purchases. 

These  views  were  expressed  by  Mr 
Alan  Ritchie,  chairman,  Macarthys  Ltd, 
at  the  company's  annual  meeting  last 
week. 

While  these  two  factors  are  with  us, 
"it  would  seem  inevitable  that  all 
wholesalers  will  be  forced  to  continue  to 
work  on  retained  margins  which  are 
inadequate  to  give  a  proper  return  on  their 
invested  capital,"  he  said. 

"Macarthys  are  going  to  stay  in  this 
market,  and  we  expect  to  make 
reasonable,  if  not  exciting,  returns  from  it 
in  the  next  few  years.  We  shall  make 
whatever  internal  adjustments  are 
necessary  to  improve  our  profitability  and 
we  shall  always  be  ready  to  co-operate  in 
any  new  concepts  designed  to  ensure  the 
survival  of  a  proper  wholesale  service  to 
the  pharmacist  and  thus  to  the  patient." 

He  emphasised  the  strength  of  the 
company's  other  divisions:  "In  the

Unichem  —  a  well-oiled  machine  but  with 
miniscule  cash  retentions  at  year  end,  and 
Vestric,  whose  figures  are  not  exactly 
inspiring,  but  who  are  ready  to  'face  the 
rigours  of  the  market'. 

"We  also  have  a  contribution  from  Mr 
Arthur  Trotman  of  ICML:  he  considers 
that  wholesalers,  in  the  previous  RPM 
situation,  were  travelling  along  a  'velvet- 
lined  rut'  and,  as  a  result,  never  'got  down 
to  being  efficient,  effective  and  cost- 
effective  .  .  .' 

"I'm  afraid  that  I  cannot  agree  with 
him:  under  an  RPM  situation  wholesalers 
were  extremely  efficient  and  effective  and, 
since  they  made  good  returns  on  their 
money,  presumably  cost-effective  as 
well."*

From  this  week  all  members  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Self  Employed 
and  Small  Businesses  will  be  insured  for 
up  to  £1 ,500  per  case  for  professional  fees 
in  in-depth  tax  investigation  cases.  David 
Dexter,  national  chairman,  says  within  the 
last  few  months  the  Revenue  has 
expressed  its  intention  to  intensify  its 
activity  in  this  area  and  to  double  the 
number  of  cases  subjected  to  such 
examination. 

"Official  figures  already  show  that  if 
you  are  self  employed  you  are  ten  times 
more  likely  to  be  investigated  than  if  you 
are  an  employee  and  the  Revenue's 
determination  to  extend  this  work  will  in 
our  opinion  result  in  a  widening  of  this 
obvious  bias."  ■

Few  price  changes 


London,  September  29:  Because  of  very 
restricted  buying  in  all  sectors  of  the 
market  there  were  few  price  changes 
during  the  past  week.  With  the  recent  rise 
in  the  cost  of  borrowing  money  and  a 
further  rise  being  predicted,  the  climate  is 
hardly  conducive  to  buying  in  more  stock 
than  is  necessary  for  immediate 
requirements. 

The  pound  depreciated  further  against 
continental  currencies,  especially  the  West 
German  Dm,  which  will  have  the  effect 
soon  of  pushing  up  prices  of  imported 
chemicals.  Among  them  vitamins  are 
likely  to  be  marked  up  next  month  in 
consequence. 

Among  essential  oils  cananga  rose  30p 
kg  while  eucalyptus  continued  its  firm 
trend  by  adding  a  further  lOp  on  the  spot. 
There  were  some  lower  prices,  however; 
cassia,  cinnamon  leaf,  petitgrain  and 
spearmint  were  easier  for  either  the  spot 
or  forward  positions.  Trading  in  spices 
was  quiet  but  the  few  price  movements 
that  occurred  were  upward.  China  star 
anise  offers  are  very  scarce.  Botanicals 
were  unchanged  on  the  week.
